Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  health  of 
the  district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1966,  as  made 
to  the  Minster  of  Health  in  accordance  with  his  instructions. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  in 
June  1966  was  11,850,  this  shov/s  a reduction  of  30  from  the 
previous  year  of  1965. 

The  number  of  births  was  160,  20  less  than  the  previous 
year,  and  there  were  134  deaths,  1 less  than  in  1965. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  reduction  in  tho  total 
number  of  infectious  cases  notified  during  the  year.  No  cases 
of  diphtheria  or  polomyelitis  occurred..  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  this  result  will  encourage  continued  attention  to  the 
importance  of  prophylactic  immunisation. 

Deaths  due  to  accidents  (motor  or  other)  have  kept  a 
steady  rate  during  the  past  ten  year.  There  were  5 deaths 
duo  to  bronchitis  compared  with  10  in  1965.  It  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  there  were  no  suicides  reported  for  the  year. 

I wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector,  Mr.  W.  E.  Pollitt  who  left  the  Department 
in  November  1966  after  13  years  service  and  the  members  of 
the  Public  Health  Department  Staff  for  their  co-operation 
and  loyalty.  I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the 
Councillors  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  Council 
Officials  for  their  continued  encouragement  and  support’.

There  was  again  a reduction  in  the  number  of  infectious 
cases  notified  during  the  year,  there  being  140  cases  as 
compared  with  158  in  the  previous  year.  This  was  due  to  the 
reduction  of  dysentery  cases,  16  as  compared  with  35  in  1965, 
and  the  2 whooping  cou^  cases  as  compared  with  7 in  1965. 

There  were  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria 
during  the  year.

The  effluent  from  the  town  sewers  was  treated  by  the 
Ashton,  Stalybridge  and  Dukinfield  Joint  Sewage  Board,  with 
the  exception  of  three  premises  on  the  Audenshaw/VIanchester 
boundary.  These  premises  are  connected  to  the  Manchester 
Sewage  System. 

Only  new  houses  were  connected  to  the  system  during 
the  year,  and  no  serious  nuisance  has  been  experienced.  Again 
Where  possible  a free  service  with  regard  to  the  unstopping 
of  house  drainage  was  provided.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Main  roads  in  the  district  are  swept  and  kept  clean  by  means 
of  a York shir e/Karrier  Sweeper  Collector.  The  only  difficulty 
experienced  in  this  regard  has  been  in  connection  with  Guide  Lane 
which  forms  the  approach  to  Jackson's  brick  yard  and  tip. 

Droppings  fromnotor  vehicles,  coupled  with  increased  volume  of 
vehicular  traffic,  make  it  almost  impossible  to  keep  the  road  clean.

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BEFUSE  COLLECTION 


The  provision  of  a oeveu  day  refuse  collection  has  continued 
throughout  the  year.  This  has  been  achieved  by  the  co-operation 
of  the  refuse  collection  personnel  and  a strict  control  over  the 
deployment  of  labour,  especially  during  times  of  sickness  of  the 
regular  refuse  collection  staff  and  holidays. 

The  collection  of  extraordinary  items  of  refuse  from  dwelling 
houses  is  a service  which  is  greatly  used,  and  it  is  rather 
annoying  to  find  that  a few  of  our  residents  still  persist  in 
dumping  at  certain  points  within  the  district  unwanted  items  of 
refuse,  when  a call  or  a postcard  to  the  Department  will  relieve 
them  of  the  necessity  to  even  carry  it  a yard. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  refuse  collected  within  the  district  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Jackson's  Quarry  in  the  Guide  Lane  Area 
of  the  district. 

The  private  portion  of  the  quarry  is  rapidly  filling  up 
and  it  is  estimated  that  in  the  next  six  to  twelve  months  the 
quarry  will  be  completely  filled.  The  purchase  of  land  at  Shaw 
Clough  on  the  Audenshaw /Denton  boundary  will  then  be  brought 
into  use  as  the  Council's  tip.  This  land  is  ideally  suited  for 
the  purpose,  as  it  is  well  away  from  dwelling  houses  and  will 
provide  tipping  facilities  for  the  next  25  to  30  years.

The  collection  of  salvageable  materials  from  within  the 
district  is  a very  important  part  of  the  refuse  collection 
service.  It  reduces  the  volume  of  refuse,  it  reduces  the  risk 
of  tip  fires,  (by  collecting  paper  separately).  It  helps  to 
reduce  the  towns  rate  if  only  by  a small  amount  and  helps  the 
Country  as  a whole  by  the  salvaging  of  raw  materials  which 
may,  if  there  were  a shortage  have  to  be  imported. 

The  total  income  for  the  year  was  £204,  this  is  a 
reduction  on  the  previous  year  due  to  the  absence  of  a market 
for  the  paper  collected.
